POLICE RAIDS 
ARE MADE ON

’TAMMANY LEADER’S 
TRIAL IS STORMY 
COURT BATTLE

New York, Aug. 27 (ZP)—Amid a 
crackle of police raids on policy 
banks, opposing counsel mapped 
new strategy tonight In a stormy 
court battle over the political hon­ 
esty of a Tammany titan. 
Providing a noisy obligato to the 
trial of James J. Hines, Democra­ 
tic district leader accused of sell­ 
ing his influence to the operators 
of a huge policy 
racket, 
police 
raided two suspected gambling hide­ 
outs during the night and took 24 
prisoners. 
Two women seized in one of the 
raids were identified 
by 
Police 
Lieut, James W. Hennessey as wit­ 
nesses in the state’s case against 
Hines. 


Hines in Seclusion 


The women, Willianna Hammond, 
28, and Lessie Ware, 36, a negro, 
testified briefly last week, saying 
they won quick freedom un a policy 
arrest during the period in which 
Hines allegedly was receiving $506 
a week to “fix” cases for the late 
Arthur 
(Dutch 
Schultz) 
Flegen- 
beimer, slain gang czar. 
Arraigned with six men today on 
charges of operating a newly or­ 
ganized policy “bank,” the women 
were told by Magistrate Michael A. 
Ford to ‘ get ready for a shock.” 
Instead of being discharged, as 
they had testified they were when 
brought before another judge sev­ 
eral years, ago, they were held in 
$1,000 bail each. 
Even higher bail 
was fixed for some of the men. 
Meanwhile Hines, who stood up 
iiv^ purt and denounced ,a witness 
*•% bought to link Mil* with the 
Schultz gang as a liar, went into 
seclusion over the week-end while 
his attorneys perfected plans for a 
counter-attack 
against 
testimony 
yet to come—the nature of which 
they could only guess at.

Davis has pleaded guilty to the 
same conspiracy and lottery charges 
on which Hines is standing trial. 
Defense Counsel Stryker has sub­ 
jected 
virtually every important 
witness thus far to a roaring cross­ 
examination.

It provides for a seven-hour day 
and five-day week, a basic rate of 
pay of $5.60 a day. improvement 
of working conditions, standard 
check-off, and 
is effective from 
September I, 1938, to March 31, 
1939. 
Union attorneys estimated that 
from 13,500

15,000 
miners 
were affected by the agreement, 
which confirmed a contract tenta­ 
tively drawn up at Tate Springs, 
Tenn., last week in a private con­ 
ference.

The admiralty emphasized that 
the order was for the fleet's usual 
twice-yearly practice, but it came 
at a time when Europe is tense in 
fear of war.

He Is Frank I. Wixom, Eden- 
ville’g “grand old man”, who fi­ 
nances the entire entertainment 
program at a cost of from $3,000 
to $4,000, and then gives the pro­ 
ceeds of the event, attended by 
from 30,000 to 40,000 persons, to 
the support of five fural churches 
in that rural community. 
Boon­ 
ville is a ghost lumbering town, 
situated in the once-famous Sagi­ 
naw river pine country. 
Game to Escanaba 
Wixom came to Escanaba dur­ 
ing State Fair week to sign up 
about a dozen log rollers to per­ 
form on his Lumberjack Picnic 
program, which was staged last > 
W ednesday on the Tittabawassee 
river. 
Among 
the 
birlers 
w h o ' 
performed were: Joe Connor, Clo­ 
quet, Minn.; 
Clarence 
Knutson, 
and his two sons, and Joe Stabber, 
Marinette, Wis.; Giber Swanson, 
Quilcene.

Chicago (A*)— Wayne Diusmore, 
secretary of the Horse and 
Mule 
Association, urged farm ers today 
to protect horses aud mules from 
mosquitos aud biting flies, to pre­ 
vent spread of equine-encephalo- 
m.velitis, 
or 
sleeping 
sickness, 
which he said, is rapidly assum ­ 
ing epidemic proportions in north 
central states. 
“ At the moment the disease is 
more prevalent in Wisconsin than 
elsewhere,” he 
said, 
"b u t 
is 
spreading to the south and east. 
There are sick horses in 
every 
Wisconsin county aud scores are 
dying daily. 
“ The situation is serious iii 20 
northern Illinois couuties and it 
is spreading into 
Indiana 
and 
I Mic higan. I have a report 
from 
Blue E arth county, Minn., which 
said between 500 and 600 horses 
have died in th at 
county 
this 
year. The disease is also preval­ 
ent in North and South Dakota 
and Iowa.” 
Diusmore explained 
th a t 
for 
several years the disease had been 
moving eastward at 
the 
rate of 
about 300 miles during the sum­ 
m er months. 
V eterinarians have a num ber of 
m ethods of treating the disease, 
including a newly-developed vac­ 
cine and blood transfusions from 
anim als th at have recovered, pro­ 
vided they have^the same type of 
blood. 
Symptoms, Dinsmore explained, 
include dullness, drowulness and 
inability to control 
legs 
when 
moving. 
As precautions against the dis­ 
ease, Diusmore suggested keeping 
anim als in screened stalls, 
and, 
when they are out of doors, spray­ 
ing them with fly spray. 
Spray 
should be applied so it will not 
reach the skin, or under the h ar­ 
ness, he added.

disease, according to reports to 
County Agricultural Agent B. D. 
Kulm.

In Foundation Wall 


Foundation walls around 
that 
portion of tho building left, un­ 
excavated should have proper and 
sufficient ventilating openings as 
a precaution or insurance against 
the destructive effects of dry rot, 
fungus, termites and other wood 
destroyers. 
The ventilators should be well- 
constructed to exclude water and 
insects, but to allow a free pas­ 
sage of air. 
The average builder 
does not install enough of these 
ventilators. 
He may use one in 
the middle of each side of 
the 
house but it is much safer fir pro­ 
vide 
additional 
ventilators 
so 
that each corner under the house 
is subject to a positive circulation 
of air. 
Special attention should he giv­ 
en in this respect to portions un­ 
der projecting bays, porches, etc., 
in which dead air would he pock­ 
eted.

for plan efficiency, economic use 
of materials, and proper 
equip­ 
ment, according to 
the 
Federal 
Housing Administration. 
While these principles are obvi­ 
ously desirable in 
large 
homes, 
they are vital to small-home de­ 
sign if the house is to 
be 
con­ 
structed at the 
lowest 
possible 
cost. 
Every foot of space, 
odd 
corner, every length of pipe, foot 
of lumber, piece of brick that can 
be eliminated must he saved. 
At 
the same time efficiency and econ­ 
omy must not. he obtained at the 
expense of substantial 
construc­ 
tion or by sacrificing the minimum 
standards 
of 
convenience 
and 
comfort. 
Savings can usually be effected 
by making use of available stand­ 
ard materials such as unit sizes of 
masonry, stock millwork, standard 
lengths of lumber, and stock glass 
dimensions. 
The Federal Housing Adminis­ 
tration now insures mortgages up 
to 90 per cent of the appraised 
value of the property under cer­ 


tain conditions. 
It does not, how­ 
ever, supply funds for these loans 
or plans and specifications. 
It is suggested that wherever 
possible the 
prospective 
home 
builder consult a reliable architect 
and builder before submitting ap­ 
plication for an insured loan.

"SHORTER YEAR 
IS IN PROSPECT 


Payment of Delinquent 
Taxes Only Hope of 
Full Year 


Escanaba public schools are fac­ 
ing a deficit of $25,203.60 for the 
coming ye,f>" as a result of Gover­ 
nor F ra n k M u r p h y ’s 
announce­ 
m e n t Friday that he had further 
reduced state aid to schools, 
it 
was announced y e s t e r d a y bv John 
A. 
Lemmer, 
superin ten d en t 
of 
schools. 
" W e 
have two possible solu­ 
tion* to our d ile m m a ,’’ said h e m ­ 
m er yesterday, " o n e of which is 
undesirable. W e may be forced to 
sho rten the school year to eight 
m o n th s but that is not an accept­ 
able solution because 
it 
would 
e ’im inate any state aid for the 
year. 
" T h e only othe r alternative we 
have is to en co u rag e people 
to 
pay their delin quent school taxes, 
which am o u n t to approxim ately 
$55,000. If we can get a 50 per 
cent 
collection 
of 
delinquent 
school taxes, it will be sufficient 
to tide us ovpr o ur crisis. 
Can Pay Portion 
"A lthough it is comparatively 
un k now n, 
it is possible for the 
taxpayer who ca n n o t m eet his en ­ 
tire obligation in ful* to pay any 
particu lar tax he m a y choose. It 
is 
hoped th at p a re n ts of school 
child ren will avail themselves of 
this opportunity of insuring a full 
school year by paying any back 
taxes they may have. If the s h o rt­ 
ened school year is to be averted, 
it will be only by a heavy delin­ 
q u en t tax collection. 
"One brig ht spot in the delin­ 
quent 
tax 
collection 
feature," 
L em m er added, "is the fact th a t 
1,800 of the 2,300 back accounts 
a m o u n t to less th a n $2 5. 
When 
p aren ts realize th ey m ay pay only 
their delinquent school taxes and 
th a t so many of 
th e 
accounts 
am o u n t to less th a n $25, 
it is 
quite likely that we may secure 
en o u g h to operate for

y e a r . ”

Subject For Album 


It 
is 
only 
recently th a t th e 
" s e r ie s ” type of pictu re has come 
into vogue am ong a m a t e u r pho­ 
tographers, a lthough th e type has 
been employed for years in th e a d ­ 
vertising field. 
By m aking a ser­ 
ies of pictures showing th e steps 
in a process or telling a story, the 
ph o tographe r 
is able to handle 
m aterial which cannot be used ef­ 
fectively in a single photo. 
Probably the first use of th e 
series picture was in "before and 
a f t e r ” 
advertisem ents 
for 
face 
creams, reducing tr e a tm e n ts and 
hair tonics. 
Two sh ots were o r­ 
dinarily employed, or sometimes 
three, depicting t h e subject be­ 
fore. during and a fte r th e use of 
the product. 
A similar approach may be used 
by (he a m ate u r photographer, who 
d o e s n ’t want to sell anything but 
is interested in taking really good 
album pictures. 
Often th e p h o to g rap h e r finds 
himself trying to get too much 
into a picture. 
By including too 
m an y bits of detail he loses the 
clarity that a simple shot would 
have. 
But the su bject he wishes 
to picture may not be one th a t 
can be described in a single shot. 
It is then th a t the series comes 
into use, ta king ouch p a rt of the 
process, one step at a time, and 
telling the whole story in several 
sim ple 
and 
clearly 
understood 
photographs. 
As an example, let us take an 
aq ua pla ne rider behind a m otor­ 
boat. 
A single picture of him 
may be made in any n u m b e r of 
ways. 
Probably th e easiest is a 
shot from tho rear of the m o to r­ 
boat, showing him riding behind 
with the spray lying at both sides. 
That, alone, m akes an interesting 
picture. 
A shot with m ore gen­ 
eral interest, however, would be 
one of the end of t h e ride— when 
be splashes into t h e water in a 
fall. 
That, also, make* an Inter­ 
esting shot. 
A n other, m ore " s t a ­ 
ti c ” way to tell th e itory would 
be to show all the boat and all the 
boy 
off 
the aquaplane, which 
would necessitate standing on a 
pier 
or 
shooting from another 
boat. 
Plannin g a "story-talllpg" ser­ 
ies of pictures with th© same sub­ 
ject, however, 
will 
result In 
a 
m o r e Interesting collection of pic­ 
tures. 
The first step is to find 
a starting place— th en all there is 
to do is to 6how each step until 
t h e story is complete. 
The series may s ta rt with the 
rid e r entering th e water, carrying 
the board under his arm . 
Then 
m a y come the preparations, fast­ 
ening ropes to t h e r e a r end of the 
boat. 
Then th e start, with the 
rid e r lying on t h e board, rising to 
his knees and then J o his feet. 
Depending on th e ability and 
en terp rise of the rider, th ere may 
be a num ber of sh ots of him on 
the board 
Swinging wide on a 
cu rv e or " J u m p in g ” th e board by 
h auling back on the ropes ma} 
provide some latereaUflS a d i e u .

I HEALTH PLAN 
For Firs! Woman 
IO MODERNIZED 
Settler In Village 


Iron River 
Most people imag­ 
ine that the village of Marenisco 
in Gogebic county was named af­ 
ter an Indian. 
When the village observed the 
54th anniversary of its founding 
last w’eek at a big homecoming 
celebration, the 
origin 
of 
the 
name, "M arenisco” , was explained 
The name is derived from an 
abbreviation of 
the 
names 
of 
Mary Enid Scott, wife of Emmett 
Scott, of Laporte, Ind,, Scott was 
one of the early lumbermen of the 
district and he conducted extensive 
operations in the woods near 
the 
community. 
Marenisco was platted in 1884 
by the Milwaukee, Lake Shore & 
Western railway, forerunner 
of 
the Chicago and North Western 
line. 
The lu m b e r industry was 
the 
principal factor in the settlement 
of the tow’n. It has passed through 
several conflagrations but 
each 
time has emerged stronger 
and 
better than ever, residents aver. 
The intial lum bering operations 
were chiefly in pine but now all 
classes of timber are being ta k ­ 
en out of the forests in the vicin­ 
ity by the William Bonifas L u m ­ 
ber company. 
Some of the 
early 
pioneers 
whose families still reside in the 
village were; 
J. A. Prott, E. A. 
Dimes, 
Mike 
McNicholas, 
the 
R e n n e r family, Louis Goldman, 
Albert Greutzer, Mary Paruleski, 
Thomas Christensen and others. 
Old timers can 
relate 
many 
stories of the early day log driv­ 
ers on the Presque Isle river, but 
the lum berjack of early boom days 
has practically disappeared 
with 
the advent of modern 
logging 
methods. 
The first birth recorded in Go­ 
gebic county was a daughter born 
to Michael and Bridget McNich­ 
olas, March 6, 1886 at Marenisco. 
This birth was recorded 
July 
20, 1887. 
The first death record­ 
ed after the organization of Goge­ 
bic county was an Indian whose 
name was John. 
He died Novem­ 
ber 25, 1886, in the village. 
He 
was a m em ber of the Chippewa 
tribe. 
His survivors 
w’ete 
his 
squaw and two papooses.

was the cause of death.

Lansing, Aug, 2 7 (/p)— Dr. Don 
W. Gudakunst, state health co m ­ 
missioner, predicted 
today 
that 
Michigan's 
modernized 
school 
health program 
would 
produce 
sturdier, healthier younger gener­ 
ations. 
He said he would 
send 
staff 
workers into the field this win­ 
ter to “ teach the 
teacher, 
the 
hoard of education and the co m ­ 
munity to th in k .” 
"Too often," Dr. G udakunst as­ 
serted, “ our 
school 
authorities 
feel they have discharged 
their 
whole obligation if they hire a 
school physician or a nurse. They 
h a v e n ’t. 
Every teacher should he 
teaching health, and we should he 
fighting epidemics before they oc­ 
cur. 
Where we have costly epi­ 
demic’s of whooping cough, scar­ 
let fever, diphtheria 
and 
other 
diseases, we have not done our job 
right.” 
“There is an old saying,” he re­ 
called, “ that it is cheaper to pre­ 
vent an illness than to cure it. H u ­ 
man life is not cheap.” 
Staff Studying H ealth 
Dr. G udakunst disclosed recent­ 
ly 19 members of his staff now 
are in universities, 
taking 
post 
graduate studies in school health. 
He said they would he assigned 
to positions in the field, to pass on 
to school nurses, 
teachers 
and 
com m unity groups the information 
they have acquired. 
Disease Control Inadequate 
He said Michigan and 
many 
other states have made false starts 
in their disease control programs. 
He told of a survey in the Detroit 
schools in 1907 th a t showed 
75 
per cent of the children who were 
tested had some physical 
defect 
that could have been prevented or 
corrected. 
In 1925, he said, 
a 
similar survey was 
made, 
and 
showed an almost identical per­ 
centage. 
“ We were not 
m aking 
h e a d ­ 
way,” he said. 
" T h a t was proof 
that we were on the wrong track. 
"It showed that when the child 
comes to school w’hen he is ill, we 
have not met the basic fault m e re­ 
ly by treating him and 
sending 
him home. 
We have found that 
the cities that looked around for 
a means of prevention of the dis­ 
ease, how’ever, made progress.” 
3 Goal Program 
He said the new program would 
have three goals: 
To reach the child th rough the 
teacher, and give him 
a 
proper 
realization of the importance 
of 
preserving health rath e r than re­ 
storing it; the parent through the 
school, and through 
the 
public 
health and school nurse, and the 
com munity as a whole 
through 
modern, efficient health 
d epart­ 
ments.

The President’s assertion evok­

have had his tongue in his cheek,” 
Hamilton said, adding a question 
whether the President was “ not 
satisfied with merely telling 
the

Brown Issues Warning 
And another rection of a dif­ 
ferent sort came 
from 
Senator

speakers at its command for the 
coming general campaign.

More tha n once I have had greut 
sport standing on the shores of a 
home luke and casting iuto the 
waves with reg u lar plugs for wall­ 
eyes.

Tho present movement for fed­ 
eral control of stream pollution on 
a watershed busts begun in 
De­ 
cember 1934 
with 
th e 
Deru- 
Lonergan Conference sponsored by 
the Izauk Walton League of A m ­ 
erica. 
Considering the fact that 
s tre a m s flow by gravity with u t­ 
ter disregard for m an-m ade polit­ 
ical boundaries, the League con­ 
tended that it was futile to attem pt 
to control it by local or state a g e n ­ 
cies a I oho 
aud the 
record 
of 
many years of sincere effort amply 
verified this position. 
After more 
th an a year of careful study and 
work, the fruits of this conference 
took form iii the appearance 
of 
Senator L o u e rg an ’s 
first 
pure 
strea m s bill. 
Immediately the 
forces 
that 
wanted no interference with their 
time honored assumed rights to 
use public waters as depositories 
for their wastes became alarmed 
Similarly certain engineers of the 
ll. S. Public Health Service and 
state health dep a rtm e n ts who for 
years had maintained a large p er­ 
sonnel at public expense to study 
and investigate the problem with 
out doing anything about it, saw 
iii the Dill a threat to their contin 
nance of their favorite peaceful 
pastime by elim inating the need 
therefor. 
With a real bureauro- 
c r a t , bureau welfare always comes 
before public welfare. 
Better Than None? 
Realizing that 
public 
rese n t­ 


ment against pollution 
made 
a 
frontal attuck unwise, these forces 
chose a flank attac k with the aid 
of their cham pio ns iii Congress. 
Within a few weeks a veritable 
spawn of B o - c u l l e d anti-pollution 
hills appeared in the Congression­ 
al hopper. 
These filially n a rro w ­ 
ed down to the companion bills by 
Senator Barkley and Congressm an 
Vinson, iii 
which 
were 
copied 
many of the voluntary and coop­ 
erative sections from the Loner* 
gall Bill, but from 
which 
were 
omitted every single 
word 
that 
would afford any c o n t r o l over pol­ 
lution 
Also they carried a mil­ 
lion dollar an n u a l appropriation 
to the U S. Public Health, $300,- 
000 for ad m in istratio n and $700,- 
000 for dispensing by this bureau 
to state health d e p a rtm e n t for in­ 
vestigation and research— aud for 
that alone! 
After many conferences, Sena- 
toor Loner ga n in a 
compromise 
with Senator Barkley in order to 
avoid a stalem ate, very gracious­ 
ly agreed to drop his hill in re­ 
turn for inclusion of essential en- 
forcedtneiit am e n d m e n ts 
iii 
the 
Vinson Bill H R 2711, which had 
passed the House. 
Tile League 
gave its support to this am ended 
compromise hill, which passed the 
Senate and went 
hack 
to 
the 
House 
conferees 
last 
August, 
where it has lain until recently.

Mansfield of Texas aud DeRouen 
of Louisiana, reported the bill out 
a fte r striking out all of the en ­

belter to have some sort of a bill

The polluters are gleefully cele 
bratiug the passage as a great vic­ 
t o r y —And well they might.

all enforcem ent provisions deleted 
the bill is decidedly worse than 
no bill, for sections five and six 
actually encourage pollution from 
new or potential 
industries 
by 
making the overt aet of pollution 
a condition of eligibility for fed 
era! aid iu construction of tr e a t ­ 
ment plants. 
The P r e s i d e n t ’s avowed interest 
in conservation and 
social 
wel­ 
fare would m ake it ra th e r incon­ 
sistent for him to do otherwise 
th an veto this wolf 
in 
sheep's 
clothing.

The public’s holdings in state 
forests, gam e refuges and public 
hun tin g grounds were increased 
by more than 74,000 acres d u r ­ 
ing the last fiscal year, the lands 
division of the d e p a r tm e n t of con­ 
servation reports. 
Moneys involved in th e acquisi­ 
tions totalled $J 56,982. 
In addition, fu rth e r acquisitions 
approved 
by 
the 
conservation 
commission 
but 
not completed 
d urin g the sam e period total 85,- 
74 5 acres. 
The largest acquisition 
made 
d urin g the year was 29,332 acres 
in th e Esca naba River tract. Six­ 
teen thousand two h u n d r e d 
and 
eighty two acres were acquired in 
the Dead Stream 
Swam p 
area. 
Third largest totalled 8,395 acres 
in the Norway project. 
Oth er 
acquisitions 
completed 
are: 
Au Sable state forest 1,638 
acres; 
Baldwin area 160; Cedar 
river area 3,843; Cusino 880; Fife 
lake state forest 1,493; H ardw ood 
state forest 56 2; 
Higgins 
lake 
state forest 3 20; H o u g h to n lake 
state forest 798; 
Lake S u p e r i o r 1 
state forest 929; Mackinac state 
forest 1,480; Midland refuge and 
public h u n tin g grounds 80; Oge­ 
maw' are a 3,964; Pigeon river area 
4,250; Sage river deer yard 400. 
More Slated 
All of these acquisitions 
were 
made with moneys from th e $1.50 
deer license fund set aside specifi­ 
cally for the purpose by law\ 
Areas included in the acquisi­ 
tion program approved by th e co m ­ 
mission but not completed lie in 
or near existing 
forests, 
game 
areas or public hunting grounds. 
T he largest acquisitions are sched­ 
uled for the Escanaba river tract, 
Hie Lake Superior sta te forest and 
the Presque Isle state forest. 
Besides Hie acquisitions 
made 
out of the deer license fund, the 
d e p a rtm e n t also 
is 
purchasing 
o ther land for state park sites and 
additions, financed out of an a p ­ 
propriation made for Hie purpose 
by tile last state legislature.

game division of the d e p a rtm e n t 
of conservation has a nything 
to 
say about it, despite the protests 
of s p o rts m e n s ’ groups in various 
parts of the state. 
These sportsm en have been u r g ­ 
ing an open season for 
several 
years charging th a t the otter does 
considerable 
dam age 
on 
trout 
streams, m ain tain in g th a t 
trout 
are a big item of diet in the ot­ 
ter's menu. 
Though many game 
experts and conservationists 
did 
not agree with this, the game di­ 
vision commissioned its field men 
to m a k e a th o ro u g h survey. 
During the past 
winter 
and 
spring 
field 
operatives 
have 
studied the habits of th e otter in 
varied scattered localities 
where 
they are com paratively a b u nda nt, 
notably in th e Two H earted dis­ 
trict north of New berry and d u r ­ 
ing the course of their trips afield 
they 
collected 
scats 
wherever 
available for a study of their food. 
They discovered that trout con­ 
sists of less th an twenty per cent 
of the diet of the otter 
and 
in 
some instances, depending on the 
locality, less than five per cent.

Practical Education 


Your child, and 
30,000,000 
others in the United States, w ill 
soon be going back to school. 
W e have an educational 
sys­ 
tem th a t’s second to none, yet 
i f s far from perfect.

it be im proved? 
The AF F ea­ 
ture Service asked the United 
States Com m issioner of Educa­ 
tion to answ er that.

If I could turn magician 
and 
wave a wand 
over , the 
United 
States, this is the way I would 
reform our educational system: 
I would eliminate from elemen- 
'ary and secondary school curri­ 
cula the subject matter which is 
yot adjusted to children’s inter­ 
ests and needs. 
This would be 
done in anticipation of a definite 
organization for life-long learn­ 
ing among adults. 
I would s o .modify and improve 
the secondary schools that prac­ 
tically all adolescents of second- 
ary-school age would find inter­ 
est and educational profit in re­ 
maining in high school until they 
were IR or 19 years old. 
The proposed modification 
of 
the school program would include 
a certain amount of work but only 
to the extent that it would con­ 
tribute to the student’s education. 
Result —- high schools would 
hold in their wholesome environ­ 
ment the 3.500,000 youth of high­ 
school age who now are not 
in 
school and are competing 
with 
adults on the labor market. 
Total 
high school enrollment would then 
be 10.000,000. 
Quadruple Colleges 
I would quadruple the college 
enrollment and increase the num ­ 
ber of colleges if necessary. 
Re­ 
sult— 4,000,000 students in 
col­ 
lege (four-sevenths of the entire 
college-age group) instead of 1,- 
300,000. 
I would see to it 
that 
those 
who do not attend or complete 
college as well as all college grad­ 
uates. except those relatively few 
who expect to continuo their train­ 
ing in professional schools, were 
made vocationally competent 
to 
earn their living before leaving 
school or college. 
While the broad purpose of edu­ 
cation is to “ make a life," one's 
life may be ruined if he cannot 
make a living. 
I would give the 
students as much general educa­ 
tion as possible while achieving 
one of the 
basic 
purposes 
of 
adolescent and adult 
education, 
which is to equip people to work. 
If college graduates could be self­ 
supporting they would be more in­ 
clined and more able to 
marry 
earlier than they now do. 
That 
would be natural.

They don’t go to college for 
credits or degrees. 
They go be­ 
cause they need information. 
Needs, Not Credits 
That, in brief, is my idea of a 
college or university, It is Rn in­ 
stitution which thinks of service to 
adolescents and adults in terms

or 
credits. 
In my educational 
scheme 
I 
wouldn't forget that controversy 
is an inescapable part of the dem­ 
ocratic process. It is one of the 
vital elements of

One of the biggest contri­ 
butions that the secondary school 
and college can make It to turn 
out graduates 
who

been 
trained In the discussion of con­ 
troversial issues. 
Yet 
I 
have 
known of school 
situations 
In 
which the discussion of controver­ 
sial issues has been prohibited. 
Adequate provision for the mut­ 
ual exchange of ideas and beliefs 
is Indispensable to (he 
achieve­ 
ment of the “abundant life,” 
to 
the further development of democ­ 
racy. 
It forestalls 
dictatorship. 
Recognition that controversies are 
natural in a free 
society 
keeps 
alive processes involved in the ex­ 
change of ideas. The greatest need 
of this country today, if we are to 
insure the development of a civili 
zation yet undreamed of, is the 
widespread 
acceptance 
of 
fair 
rules under which honest differ­ 
ences of opinion may be expressed 
— a national sportsmanship in in­ 
tellectual conflict which is 
com­ 
parable to the sportmanship which 
we have developed in many other 
fields. 
A IM-Hour Week 
May I extend my Utopia beyond 
the educational system? I would 
like to see adults able to make a 
living by working not more than 
twenty-four hours a week. 
It 
would be assumed that they would 
then spend six hours a week in 
systematic study of civic problems 
— local, state, national, and inter­ 
national— under 
policies 
demo­ 
cratically established by local au­ 
thorities. 
The remainder of the 
week they would spend in hunt­ 
ing, fishing, music, painting, study 
to improve vocational ability. 
Utopia? Perhaps it isn’t far off.

elsewhere, billions have been lost. 
While Mexico has been putting 
Into effect a far-reaching sociali­

tendency to nationalization of in­ 
dustry.

Eyston, jubilant over breaking 
his m ark of 311.42 miles per hour 
set here last November, said he 
would not return to London im ­ 
mediately. 
Monday, the crown prince of 
speed. John Cobb, also of London, 
will bring out his sleek, b u tto n ­ 
shaped racer, “ Railton” , in an a t ­ 
tempt 
to 
better 
E y s to u ’s 
new 
mark. 
Although he declined 
to 
a n ­ 
nounce it flatly, the lank, scholar­ 
ly Eyston will remain to race his 
seven-ton juggernaut again should 
Cobb shatter the 345-mark. 
Had “ Com fortable” Ride 
Salt dust pluming a half mile 
behind 
his 
24-cylindered 
car, 
Eyston 
rocketed 
through 
the 
north-bound measured 
mile 
at 
3 4 7.49 miles per hour. Before en­ 
tering the measured stretch, cen­ 
ter mile of the 13-mile s tr a i g h t­ 
away. Eyston momentarily cut his 
motor. Because of this, his time
